For the Purposes of navigation, the 
earth #5 lol out in imaginary lines, called 
meridians of longitude and parallels. of 
lahtude, whith may be hkened to the 
streets and avemmes of a city. The posi- 
tion of a ship at sea, and out of sight of 
land, on these meridians and parallels can 
be solved only by astronomical obyerva- 
Hon, When one con solve these problems 
he can find his way about on the sea as 
readily as he finds the numbers along the

Guadalupe Island, standing high on the 
eastern horizon, I bad iair: winds down 
to the doldrums, im latitude 16° Nl T had 
never beer 30 far south before, but I tee- 
ognized the place when I ran out of a 
terrific rain squall into a calm. 

For two weeks I was toesed about on a 
fitful sea, Sometimes the ean came. out, 
but more often 1t rained, and there was a 


squall sotnewhere in sight most of the time. 


There was one day when | made only one 


minute of latitude in 24 hours. but the 


wind did blow once in a while, else | 
sheauld have heen in the doldrums yet, I 
met the southeast trade wind in latitude 
5° N. and ernssed the Equater for the 
first time at longitude rag” W.

as well, During the War of 1812 Capt. 
David Porter, of the U.S, frigate Essex, 


his cx He expericnoal a viyage 


hospitality extended wherever fe. cast anchor, 


took possession of Nuku Hiva and used 
Taighae Bay as-is base. And bere Mel- 
ville deserted the whaler to wander with 
Toby into the Vale of Typee. 

Coming after so Jong a voyage alone on 
my litte ship to this island of my dreams, 
it seemed! the most romantic since in’ the 
workd, 

When discovered, the Marquesas Ts- 
lends were densely populated, but wrth 
the coming of the white man epidemic 
after epidemic swept the inhabitants off, 
until at the time of my visit less than two 
thousand people remained.* 

Scattered here and there in the shade of 
the coconut and breadfruit trees were the 
heises of less than one hundred people 
that lived on the shore of this magnificent 
lav, and few of these were pure Mar- 
quesans. 

Amid beautiful scenery and a healthy 
climate, they lived surrounded by their 
es, chickens, and dogs, and with man-

twenty miles of westing are not mace in 
a week, and it is only by the industrious 
use of every squall and slant of wind that 
the passage can be made.” 

Om August 7 | stood out to sea on the 
last and longest rin of the vovage and 
what proved to be the most difficult part 
of all. A light northerly wind carried us 
out Of Panama Bay, and I passed Cape 
Mala at noon on the second day. Here 
1 parted company with the stream ot 
steam traffic passing through the | 
Canal and bore away to the wratlanient 
nlone, 

Denn through the region of rain squalls 
and calms the /sfonder edeed her way to 
weet and sotth until she came out mio 
the smitheast trade winds im latitude 3° 
43° N. In the trades a westerly course 


was kept to longitude rro*® W., a distance: 


af some 1,500 miles to westward of Pan- 
oma; then, bearing away to the northwest, 
T passed through the doldrums and into 
the northeast trade winds. 

Continuing on into the northwest, I 
passed owe of the northeast trade winds, 
and then, in latitude 30° N., when about 
foo miles offshore, a north wind came 
wp-and | stood in for the California coast 
and home, | 

Bighty-five days is a long time to be 
alone on the sea. but [ bore it well, Nor 
was if sc monotonous as ane might sup- 
pose. During the long passage through 
the doldrums, a day never passed without 
some excitement heme occasioned by the 
squalls. The study of the weather, when 
one is depending on the wind. is a sub- 
ject of never-ending interest, ond one 
watches the approach of the last of a 
thousand rain squalls with as much m- 
terest as the first. 

No part of the sea was so full of hfe 
as ‘this. For more than aomonth a vast 
school of albacere and dolphins accom- 
panied the {slander on her course, At 
night they appeared as great luminous 
wits 4 stretching far on either side of the 
boat. In calm weather great numbers of 
turtles were seen floating laztly on the 
surface. There was a continttious fight 
of fving fishes striving to escape from 
the dolphins and alhacore, often to he 
caught by the gannets and man-of-war 
birds that were always circling about,

Down in this part of the ocean I met 
with a sqinidl simmlar to the tym: or leap- 


ing squid of the Indian Ocean (see text, 


page 187), and often | would find more 
of these squid than flying fish on deck in 
the marning. 

The dolphins swam close alongside, 
their dorsal fins cutting the suriace, (ne 
of thease 1 caught with the gaff hook and 
landed him in the cockpit, where he lay, 
a streak: of gleaming silver dotted over 
with spots of brightest blue; a moment 
later he hac tuted to 2 golden color anil 
the spots were brown. I made a spear 
out ot gn copper rod and caught several 
more, Of albacore | could have taken a 
stipladel.

Two gannets came and took up their 
residence on board, On secount of their 
colors, 1 named one Blue Hill the 
other Yellow Bill. [ drove them far aft, 
where each chose a roasting place which 
he seemed to recognize as his own, They 
spent the greater part of their time preen- 
mg ther feathers, but went off several 
times a day for fish. 

Blue Bill was very quarrelsome, and I 
kept a stick handy with which to join in 
when he made an attack on Yellow Bill. 
The birds always sighted a shark before 
1 did, and | nsually became aware of 
the presence of one of these scavengers 
through the actions of my feathered com- 
pamuioans, 

From long drifting in tropical waters 
the bottom of the /sfander became so foul 
with sen harnacles that her sailing was 
very much impeded, When I was be- 
calmed 1 went over the side and cleaned 
them off with a scraper made from a 
block of hard wood on a bamboo handle, 

At last | was clear of the steamy dol- 
droms and sailed on through the trarles. 
As the wether became cooler and the 
flying fish prew scarce, first Yellow Dill 
and then Blue Bill deserted, 

San Clemente was sighted and on Oc- 
tober 31, 1925, [ cast anchor in Los 
Angeles harbor, afteran absence of three 
vears eleven months and thirteen days, 
during which the Jslander had cruised 
around the world.

id JHE long, sweeping curve of a 
crescent boy—the storied Bay ot 
Algiers—here fringed with yellow 
said, there, at one end, edged with gleam- 
ing black rocks, and everywhere hacked 
ly the steep slopes of @ semicircular chain 
of low hills rising abruptly from the 
water's edge and crowned with white vil- 
las in verdant gardens flaming with Bou- 
gainvillea and pomsettia, 

Behind the hills es the narrow, fertile 
plain of the Mitidja,in springtime blazing 
with the varied hoes of wild flowers, the 
yellow of oranges, the green of cornfield 
and vineyard, 

‘Towering above the plain in rugged 
grandeur the mighty chain of the Adas 
Mountaina, Seeniing, like the mythological 
ist whose name they bear, to support 
the heavens on their snow-clad shimliers. 
Aud the clouds gather round their peaks 
amd Jrave the sky clear and Dine, almost 
as blue as the waters of the Meditermnean 
laclorw, 

At one end of the bay are the spacious 
harbor, the busy wharves, and the terraced 
houses of aawhite city climbing to the hill- 
ton. 

Algiers the White City! Tts story rans 
from Herenles and the Golden Apples 
of the Hesperides through the forgotten 
chronicles of Numidian, Roman, Vandal, 
Byzantine, Arab, and Turk to the last of 
the Bourbon kings, to Napoleon I11, anv 
the French Republic. Not a century ago 
it was the haunt and headquarters of the 
eritelest, most bloodthirsty pirates that the 
world has ever seen; to-day it is a bright 
ant) beautiful city of modern France, 

Alongside 1ts quays le preat steamers 
being loaded with the produce of 2 bounti- 
ful land; its wharves are piled high with 
cask and case. Inimnediately aver them 
rises a hich, cliffike wall pierced with 
caves—merchants’ warehouses and offices 
in vaults, 

Along the sermmit af this wall-stretches 
the beautiful Boulevard de In Republique, 
the heginning cf a quarter that might rival 
the best bot of Pans between the Opera 
anid, the Seine, a quarter of well-built 


in THA Sarid, Gpegarnic Macariag 
streets, where the broad sidewalks shelter 
under arcades, of shady squares where 
white mosques front busy cafes and palm 
trees wave above the electric trams that 
link the town with the suburks stretching 
argue the curving bay (see pp, 225-220 ).

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THE WARFARE OF THE JUNGLE FOLK 


Campaigning Against Tigers, Elephants, and Other Wild 
Animals in Northern Siam

and bucket—and om printed warning tot 
to feed ar annoy the animals! 

That is as close as most of ws ever get 
te the man-killing creatures of the jungle. 

Yet who has not dreamed, especially in 
youth, of some day plunging far inte 
dense tropical forests, Thea y rifle im hand, 
followed bye farthtal bert frightened mike 
native gun-hearers, there to pit one’s caur- 
ave and skill avainst savage jungle beasts ! 

Most of us; alas, must ever dream anil 
keep nieht on-seélling real estate or motor 
cars, pulling. teeth or practicing law. All 
we really know of dangerous wild beasts, 
of how ther live, fight, Kill their pitey a atic 
ATE trapped hv wily jungie folk is what 
we read in hooks, or see in “movies.” 

The stench of menagerie, the glimpse 
Of weary, moth-caten heasts in park pens, 
or in steam-heated cages at the zoo, keep 
the imagination of childhood ever active. 
But, upon the free, natural life of wild 
héeasts in the forest primeval, civilization 
closes the doer 


THE TIGER HOMINATES THE LIVES OF

Yet to me, happily, came the realization 
of a Htelonge dream. With Emest Wi. 
Schoedsack I spent a year in the far jun- 
‘ghts of Siam, observing, trapping, anid 
picturing wild animals—shooting then 
only when necessary, to save my fife or 
that of my companions. 

Te was eseential to our job of making a 
sort of folklore picture tale of ihe Laas 
of the Nan district in the north that we 
showld Jearn as much as possihle ot their 
attitude toward the jungle and its heasts.

The longer ‘we worked among these 
people the more evident it became ty us 
that they did not think of the jungle sim- 


ply as an enormous growth of trees, bam- 


hoo, and. underbrush; hat thotght of tH, 
rither, as some lye personified force; 
likewise, they did not think of the jongle 
animals as only wild beasts, tut thought of 
them also as beings with definite thoughts 
and personalities, 

Upim the Lao country around Nan this 
attitude of the native was particularly 
strong toward the tiger, The tier at 
times almost dominates the thoughts and 
lives af the people, ‘This hwast is the 
power, the dread, the blood-lusty personi- 
heation of the eruelty of the niehity jun 
ie itseli, of this jungle which surrounds 
the native villages and which, to their un- 
tutored eyes, seems to sweep on into in- 
hirity. 

I have heen in villages where the peo- 
tle scateely dared speak the name xsuur 
(Heer) because of their superstitious fear 
that the devil-spinitt which neles on the 
tiver'’s hack might mysteriously hear them 
nnd. resenting it. take rev chic. 

There is a lasic reason for this fear: 
the tigers of the Nan district have a 
frightful reputation as man-hillers, and it 
is a well-deserved one:

Though tyrers for a long while took up 
much of our attention and thought, we 
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were in reality spend- 
mg much more time 
mi handling other ani- 
leopards—cuti- 
nin, treacherous, slim, 
daring, brave, and vi- 
ciousiy crue|—we 
caught over a dozen 
of them. Much bolder 
than the average tiger, 
they ventured even in- 
to the villages, secking 
dues, chickens, and 
sometimes children. 

Pythons,  wildeits, 
tonpgooses, bears, ant- 
eaters, motor tirards, 
sloths, and ‘a variety 
of other smal! animals 
were caueht either by 
our own men or the 
Villapers, Of these 
little beings of the 
wild, the ones which 
ititerested ws most 
were the pilbons—tree 
apes ot white, hinck, 
or brown, 

Capable of ramming 
upright aman the 
branches or along tte 
cron, balancing with 
their long anms ont- 
spread, performing 
mitacles of acrobatics, 
they proved'*of tm- 
mense interest. We 
hail sometimes with ws 
as many asa dozen of 
them. 

They are the most delightful of pets
